And What Have You

Elsewhere in this edition is a story 
announcing that the Postal Service is 
installing “Area Mail Processing” in 
the Sectional Center Facility 
in 
Abilene to serve this area. 
This is a system where a great deal 
of the mechanical work of handling 
mail is done in the sectional center 
where equipment is available to do 
the job in an effort to improve mail 
service and still keep it within the 
budget. This is the system that was 
first put into effect up on the plains 
and caused a great deal of com­ 
motion. The problem seemed to be 
that some towns were losing their 
postmark and they felt that this was 
hurting them. Really, about all that 
was hurt was their pride. 
The average mail user will never 
know the difference between mail 
worked here and that worked in 
Abilene In our case some of the mail 
will still be worked here and some will 
be worked in Abilene. 
Unless you put your mail in the 
wrong box — the local mail will be 
handled here. Just to be on the safe 
side I would urge you to put Hamlin 
on your local mial rather than “City” 
because if you do put it in the wrong 
box and it goes to Abilene they won’t 
know what to do with the mail marked 
“city.” 
As I understand this new move it is 
a logical step in an effort to get our 
ever increasing mail service out of 
the horse and buggy days and help get 
the service back to the point the 
public wants. 


As one who has always felt that the 
state government could be operated 
better with annual sessions and one- 
year appropriation bills, I was glad to 
see Governor Smith veto the second 
year appropriation bill. It has never 
seemed too practical to me to write a 
budget for over two years ahead. 
This is especially true when so 
much of what the state spends money 
on is involved in matters that also 
pertain to the federal government. 
The welfare program is a good 
example — who knows what the 
federal government (or the courts for 
that matter) are going to do in the 
field of welfare two years from now. 
I was also glad to see the Governor 
veto some of the items in the coming 
year’s appropriation bill, especially 
some of the “pork” put in the bill by 
the com prom ise com m ittee that 
wrote the bill. 
But as I have said before, I believe 
that Texas needs a governor that 
makes his presence known during the 
session and not just wait until the 
legislature has acted. Gov. Smith 
opened the session with a spending 
bill that was just short of being 
ridiculous and then went into hiding 
until the session was over. 
The biggest change that needs to be 
made in our state government is in 
the rule that permits a compromise 
committee to write a bill larger than 
either of the two houses had passed. A 
compromise committee should iron 
out the differences in the bills passed 
by the two houses, not write its own 
bill. 


Adding to the problem is the rule 
that the bill coming out of this com­ 
mittee cannot be amended. This 
means that the bill must be either 
accepted as written by the committee 
or rejected. This leaves only the 
Governor with power to make any 
changes and he can only veto an item 
but cannot adjust any of the figures. 
Efforts have been made for a 
number of years now to change the 
power of this committee or at least 
force them to meet out in the open but 
serving on this committee i3 just too 
much of a political plum for the 
powers that be to turn loose of. 
as just short of being ridiculous and 
then went into hiding until the session 
was over.

Postmaster Bobby Crowley has 
announced that all members of 
the community are invited to 
visit their local post office on 
Postal Service Day, July I, 
marking the new U.S. Postal 
Service.

Council Sets Parking Fee 
For Transit House Trailers 


The City Council voted here 
Monday evening to begin 
charging a parking fee for 
Trailer Houses located within 
the city limits. In other action 
the council approved a 25-year 
franchise for Lone Star Gas 
Company, approved a down­ 
town parking lot, an operator’s 
lease on the airport and a 
grazing lease on the old city 
airport land. 
The ordinance calling for the 
parking fee for Trailer Houses 
will require a $4.00 set down fee 
and a monthly charge of a half- 
cent per square foot per month, 
payable monthly on the water 
bill. The set-down charge will 
apply only to trailer houses 
moved in after July I. 
It was pointed out by the 
councilmen that the parking fee 
is in lieu of taxes and does not 
apply to trailer houses that are 
permanent structures 
and 
already on the tax rolls. The 
parking fee, based on the size of 
the trailer, applies of all trailers 
within the city limits being 
uysed as dwellings, but not 
permanently attached. The fee 
does not apply to camping 
trailers and the like not being 
lived in. 
At the half-cent per square 
rate a 12 foot by 60 foot trailer 
would be charged a fee of $3.60 
per month or a total of $43.20 per 
year. The fee will be billed out 
on the monthly water bills and 
will be payable monthly. 
The Lone Star Gas franchise 
granted by the council replaces 
a previous 25-year franchise 


that expired this year. The 
franchise calls for a two percent 
gross receipts tax with only 
governmental 
users 
being 
exempt. The only major change 
from the previous franchise is 
that commercial users were 
also exempt from this two 
percent tax. 
A spokesman for Lone Star 
Gas Company said that this was 
only a minor change in that 
there were only three or four 
users classified as commercial 
within the city. 
In other action the council 
approved a permit to construct 
a downtown parking lot next to 
Winn’s with an exit onto North 
Central. The exit will be 
protected by a stop sign and 
only a right turn into the traffic

Abilene Sectional Center To Work More Area Mail 


The newest innovation of the 
United States Postal Service — 
area mail processing — is to be 
installed at the Abilene Post 
Office and Sectional Center 
Facility July 6 Announcement 
of this new mail Plan was made 
by Postmaster Clyde E. Grant. 
"The program is intended to 
speed the ultimate delivery of 
the mail and to gain maximum 
efficiency and economy through 
full utilization of Abilene’s 
modern 
and 
recently 
mechanized |)ost office," Mr. 
Grant said 


The Abilene Post Office, 
under Grant, is a Sectional 
Center Facility which, under 
the new Area Mail Process 
program, will process the mail 
17 smaller associate post offices 
in the Abilene area. 
The Abilene Post Office has 
an 
electronic 
cancelling 


machine equipped with an 
edger-stacking 
m achine 
capable of facing and cancelling 
a total of 30,000 letters per hour. 
The Abilene Post Office is 
being considered for a letter 
sorting machine which would be 
installed when determination is 
made that such an investment 
would be profitable, Mr. Grant 
explained. 
Area Mail Processing is a 
plan whereby virtually all mail 
originating within a Sectional 
Center Facility area, including 
the associate offices of the 
Sectional Center, will be con 
solidated at the SCF for com­ 
plete 
preparation 
and 
processing 
for 
outgoing 
dispatch. 
Outgoing mail originating 
from all selected First Class 
associate offices of the Abilene 
Sectional 
Center 
will 
be 
collected in the respective of­ 


fices. From there the mail will 
be dispatched directly to the 
Sectional Center for culling, 
facing, 
cancelling, 
and 
distribution preparatory to 
dispatch, Grant explained. The 
five First Class Associate Of­ 
fices in the program are 
Colorado City, Haskell, Snyder, 
Stamford, and Sweetwater. 
They will use their local post­ 
mark to cancel mail deposited 
in collection boxes marked 
"LOCAL" 
Anson, 
Baird, 
Clyde, 
Coahoma, Hamlin, Knox City, 
Merkel, Roby, Roscoe, Rotan, 
Rule and Winters are the 
Second-Class Post Offices in the 
plan and will postmark both 
"LOCAL" and "Out of Town" 
mail 
All 17 of the post offices will 
retain the mail addressed for 
their offices. The other mail will 
be forwarded to Abilene. 


Use of the name of these 
towns in the address and not the 
word "city" will be crucial for 
successful mail delivery under 
the new mail plan, Grant said. 
Any local mail from any of the 
17 offices that is designated 
"City" and forwarded to 
Abilene will be returned to the 
sender, or to the "Dead Letter 
Office," if no return address is 
on the envelope, he added. 


The Abilene Sectional Center 
Area postmark will read, "U S. 
Postal Service TX 798," along 
with the date and AM-PM 
designation. The city postmark 
of Abilene and each individual 
associate office will not be 
changed. All metered mail will 
bear the postmark of the office 
of origin. 


It was emphasized by Mr. 
Grant that no office will lose its 
local postmark whatsoever.

FROM THE FILES 


FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(June 18, 1926) 


Just as the Herald was being put on 
the press, (today, Thursday, four 
thirty), one of the worst clouds, mixed 
with dirt and very peculiar that old 
timers had ever seen came up. It 
began to rain and blow. In a short 
while every house in town, almost, 
was leaking like there was no roof. It 
rained a regular water spout. As we 
type this there is more water on 
Central Avenue than we have ever 
seen in the twelve years we have lived 
here. We can’t tell so soon whether 
there has been much damage in other 
parts of the country, but we fear for 
the section to the east and south. The 
cloud came from the southwest and 
appears not to have extended far to 
the west. 
Since last week there has been two 
new and modern service stations 
opened in Hamlin. Up-town we see the 
beautiful corner brick known as the 
Littleton corner but from name of the 
person operating this station it will be 
called the Adkins Service Station. The 
Adkins took charge of the station just 
this week, and from indications this is 
going to be a prominent place for the 
autoist. 
Major B. E. Sparks and his son, 
Leslie, have put South Hamlin on the 
map 
for 
business. 
They 
have 
demonstrated that a filling station 
can prove successful at the end of a 
busy street. But now they are in their 
own house. Last week they opened 
their new two-story building just 
across the street from the Britton 
Gin. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(June 22, 1951) 


A fire Saturday destroyed the local 
Gulf Warehouse and tank truck of 
G B. Mayfield at 5:00 p.m. Saturday. 
The blaze started from spilled 
gasoline and fumes on the walkway of 
the truck ignited when the pipe was 
dropped and caused sparks with 
falmes enveloping the truck. 
Mayfield, unable to drive the loaded 
truck from the loading dock because 
of the flames; soon saw the fire 
spreading to his warehouse. 
Total loss was unestimated at this 
time and included the loss of the 
truck, and partial destruction of the 
warehouse. All was covered by in­ 
surance, stated Mayfield in a report 
to a Herald reporter. 
Firemen were able to bring the 
blaze under control with sprinkler 
attachments. Clouds of black smoke 
prevented them from quinching the 
blaze sooner and the dangers of the 
gasoline and explosions of several 
tires and other items. 
Mayfield stated that the warehouse 
will be repaired and a new loading 
dock will be built to prevent another 
such accident.

the rule that permits a compromise 
committee to write a bill larger than 
either of the two houses had passed. A 
compromise committee should iron 
out the differences in the bills passed 
by the two houses, not write its own 
bill.

This 
means that the bill must be either 
accepted as written by the committee 
or rejected. This leaves only the 
Governor with power to make any 
changes and he can only veto an item 
but cannot adjust any of the figures. 
Efforts have been made for a 
number of years now to change the 
power of this committee or at least 
force them to meet out in the open but 
serving on this committee is just too 
much of a political plum for the 
powers that be to turn loose of. 
Anyone serving on this committee 
can place all kinds of pet projects in 
the bill that could never get by the 
legislature any other way. This is why 
the bill coming out of the committee 
was higher than the original bill 
passed by either house. 
This is the reason that people like 
Bill Heatley, House Chairman of 
A ppropriations, alw ays gets re ­ 
elected from his district without any 
trouble. He takes good care of his 
district - at the expense of the rest of 
us.

Q. My brother, who is 36 
and has a fam ily of four, 
was hurt in an accident 
almost a year ago and isn't 
working. 
He 
applied

benefits, and just last week 
they

get benefits. I feel he is. Is 
there anything more he can 
do? 


A. Yes. The social secu­ 
rity office has already ex­ 
plained to your brother that 
he can request a reconsid­ 
eration. But he must make 
th is 
r e q u e s t 
w i t h i n 
6 
months of the date that the 
initial decision was made. 
A reconsideration is a com­ 
plete review of his case. If 
your brother then disagrees 
with 
the 
reconsideration 
decision, he can request a 
hearing before a hearing 
examiner 
of 
the 
Social 
.Securitv Administration. 
After this, your brother can 
take his case to an Appeals 
Council, and, finally, he can 
seek review by a Federal 
court. 


All of these steps are ex­ 
plained in detail in a leaflet 
“Right to Question the 
Decision 
Made on Your 
Claim”. It is available from 
any social security office. 


Q. I am enrolled in the 
medical insurance part of 
Medicare. During a recent 
illness, I paid the bills my 
doctor sent me and then 
submitted them to 
Medi­ 
care. If I feel that Medi­ 
care did not pay me enough 


money, is there anything I 
can do? 


A. Yes. You may request 
the

who 
handles 
Medicare 
claims 
in

area to review your claim. 
^ ou can make this request 
at your social security of­ 
fice. If you disagree with

review decision, you 
may request a h earing be­ 
fore a hearing officer. 
I he booklet “ Your Right

“If this new law is uniformly, 
fairly, and firmly enforced 
throughout Texas, it could bring 
into control our number one 
highway safety menace

reduce the death toll by as much 
as 50 percent during the next

years,” 
Parker com ­ 
mented. 
“ Such a reduction could 
easily save the citizens of this 
state $340 Million in the same 
period of tim e,” the TSA 
president stated. 
“But I must re-emphasize,” 
Parker continued, “that we will 
not see a reduction in this 
abusive drinker-driver death 
toll unless there are strong 
efforts from the local law en­ 
forcement level and unless 
there is positive cooperation 
from the courts.” 
Parker said that the new 
drunk-driving law is evidence of 
growing concern by the people 
of Texas with this major high­ 
way safety problem.

County Agent Soys 
Do Not Spray For 
Corn Leaf Aphid 


Heavy infestation of the corn 
leaf aphid in grain sorghum 
fields over Jones County are 
causing alarm for some far­ 
mers says Jones County Agent 
Kirby Clayton. The small green 
insect, says Clayton, is found in 
the swirl of the sorghum plant 
and sucks juices from the plant 
to sustain itself. 
Clayton says, "That he does 
not recommend spraying for 
this pest even though 
in ­ 
festations 
m ay 
be 
rather 
Heavy .’’ He reports that several 
research plots on the plains last 
year were sprayed for control of 
this pest and none of them 
showed an economic return. 
The agent reports that when 
the sorghum plant exerts it’s 
head the aphids w ill begin to 
disappear. 
Beneficial 
insects 
w ill eventually be able to 
control most infestations. 
For further information on 
the corn leaf aphid call your 
County Agent office.

Congressman Burleson stated 
that the Department’s Federal

short range of the majority of 
farm trips, and the lower in­ 
cidence of exposure of farm 
vehicles to highway collision 
risks support revision of the 
regulations 


"A s one who has protested 
vehemently the restrictions on 


farm vehicles, and who has 
introduced legislation to correct 
this inequity,” Burleson said, 
"this action is a step in the right 
direction.” 


He stated that the Depart­ 
ment’s revision will cover a 
proposed exemption from the 
new driver qualification rules 
for all drivers of farm vehicles 
under 
10,000 pounds 
gross 
vehicle weight, a lowering of the 
minimum age to 18 for drivers 
of 
farm er-controlled 
and 
operated vehicles, and selected 
exemptions from some other 
requirements The agency also 
will consider a 150 mile radius 
exemption for single vehicles

And What Have You

Elsewhere in this edition is a story 
announcing that the Postal Service is 
installing “Area Mail Processing” in 
the Sectional Center 
Facility 
in 
Abilene to serve this area. 
This is a system where a great deal 
of the mechanical work of handling 
mail is done in the sectional center 
where equipment is available to do 
the job in an effort to improve mail 
service and still keep it within the 
budget. This is the system that was 
first put into effect up on the plains 
and caused a great deal of com­ 
motion. The problem seemed to be 
that some towns were losing their 
postmark and they felt that this was 
hurting them. Really, about all that 
was hurt was their pride. 
The average mail user will never 
know the difference between mail 
worked here and that worked in 
Abilene In our case some of the mail 
will still be worked here and some will 
be worked in Abilene. 
Unless you put your mail in the 
wrong box — the local mail will be 
handled here. Just to be on the safe 
side I would urge you to put Hamlin 
on your local mial rather than “ City” 
because if you do put it in the wrong 
box and it goes to Abilene they won’t 
know what to do with the mail marked 
“city.” 
As I understand this new move it is 
a logical step in an effort to get our 
ever increasing mail service out of 
the horse and buggy days and help get 
the service back to the point the 
public wants. 


As one who has always felt that the 
state government could be operated 
better with annual sessions and one- 
year appropriation bills, I was glad to 
see Governor Smith veto the second 
year appropriation bill. It has never 
seemed too practical to me to write a 
budget for over two years ahead. 
This is especially true when so 
much of what the state spends money 
on is involved in matters that also 
pertain to the federal government. 
The welfare program is a good 
example — who knows what the 
federal government (or the courts for 
that matter) are going to do in the 
field of welfare two years from now. 
I was also glad to see the Governor 
veto some of the items in the coming 
year’s appropriation bill, especially 
some of the “ pork” put in the bill by 
the com prom ise com m ittee that 
wrote the bill. 
But as I have said before, I believe 
that Texas needs a governor that 
makes his presence known during the 
session and not just wait until the 
legislature has acted. Gov. Smith 
opened the session with a spending 
bill that was just short of being 
ridiculous and then went into hiding 
until the session was over. 
The biggest change that needs to be 
made in our state government is in 
the rule that permits a compromise 
committee to write a bill larger than 
either of the two houses had passed. A 
compromise committee should iron 
out the differences in the bills passed 
by the two houses, not write its own 
bill. 


Adding to the problem is the rule 
that the bill coming out of this com­ 
mittee cannot be amended. This 
means that the bill must be either 
accepted as written by the committee 
or rejected. This leaves only the 
Governor with power to make any 
changes and he can only veto an item 
but cannot adjust any of the figures. 
Efforts have been made for a 
number of years now to change the 
power of this committee or at least 
force them to meet out in the open but 
serving on this committee is just too 
much of a political plum for the 
powers that be to turn loose of. 
as just short of being ridiculous and 
then went into hiding until the session 
was over.

Council Sets Parking Fee 
For Transit House Trailers 


The City Council voted here 
Monday evening 
to 
begin 
charging a parking fee for 
Trailer Houses located within 
the city limits. In other action 
the council approved a 25-year 
franchise for Lone Star Gas 
Company, approved a down­ 
town parking lot, an operator’s 
lease on the airport and a 
grazing lease on the old city 
airport land. 
The ordinance calling for the 
parking fee for Trailer Houses 
will require a $4.00 set down fee 
and a monthly charge of a half- 
cent per square foot per month, 
payable monthly on the water 
bill. The set-down charge will 
apply only to trailer houses 
moved in after July I. 
It was pointed out by the 
councilmen that the parking fee 
is in lieu of taxes and does not 
apply to trailer houses that are 
perm anent 
stru ctu res 
and 
already on the tax rolls. The 
parking fee, based on the size of 
the trailer, applies of all trailers 
within the city limits being 
uysed as dwellings, but not 
permanently attached. The fee 
does not apply to camping 
trailers and the like not being 
lived in. 
At the half-cent per square 
rate a 12 foot by 60 foot trailer 
would be charged a fee of $3.60 
per month or a total of $43.20 per 
year. The fee will be billed out 
on the monthly water bills and 
will be payable monthly. 
The Lone Star Gas franchise 
granted by the council replaces 
a previous 25-year franchise 


that expired this year. The 
franchise calls for a two percent 
gross receipts tax with only 
governm ental 
users 
being 
exempt. The only major change 
from the previous franchise is 
that commercial users were 
also exempt from this two 
percent tax. 
A spokesman for Lone Star 
Gas Company said that this was 
only a minor change in that 
there were only three or four 
users classified as commercial 
within the city. 
In other action the council 
approved a permit to construct 
a downtown parking lot next to 
Winn’s with an exit onto North 
C entral. The exit will be 
protected by a stop sign and 
only a right turn into the traffic

Announcement 
of this new mail Plan was made 
by Postmaster Clyde E. Grant. 


“The program is intended to 
speed the ultimate delivery of 
the mail and to gain maximum 
efficiency and economy through 
full utilization of Abilene’s 
m odern 
and 
recently 
mechanized post office.” Mr. 
Grant said. 


The Abilene Post Office, 
under Grant, is a Sectional 
Center Facility which, under 
the new Area Mail Process 
program, will process the mail 
17 smaller associate post offices 
in the Abilene area. 
The Abilene Post Office has 
an 
electronic 
cancelling 


m achine equipped with an 
ed g er -stacking 
m achine 
capable of facing and cancelling 
a total of 30,000 letters per hour. 
The Abilene Post Office is 
being considered for a letter 
sorting machine which would be 
installed when determination is 
made that such an investment 
would be profitable, Mr. Grant 
explained. 
Area Mail Processing is a 
plan whereby virtually all mail 
originating within a Sectional 
Center Facility area, including 
the associate offices of the 
Sectional Center, will be con­ 
solidated at the SCF for com­ 
plete 
preparation 
and 
processing 
for 
outgoing 
dispatch. 
Outgoing m ail originating 
from all selected First Class 
associate offices of the Abilene 
Sectional 
C enter 
will 
be 
collected in the respective of­ 


fices. From there the mail will 
be dispatched directly to the 
Sectional Center for culling, 
facing, 
cancelling, 
and 
distribution preparatory to 
dispatch, Grant explained. The 
five First Class Associate Of­ 
fices in the program are 
Colorado City, Haskell, Snyder, 
Stam ford, and Sweetw ater. 
They will use their local post­ 
mark to cancel mail deposited 
in collection boxes m arked 
“LOCAL” 
Anson, 
Baird, 
Clyde, 
Coahoma, Hamlin, Knox City, 
Merkel, Roby, Roscoe, Rotan, 
Rule and W inters are the 
Second-Class Post Offices in the 
plan and will postmark both 
“LOCAL” and “Out of Town” 
mail 
All 17 of the post offices will 
retain the mail addressed for 
their offices. The other mail will 
be forwarded to Abilene. 


Use of the name of these 
towns in the address and not the 
word “city” will be crucial for 
successful mail delivery under 
the new mail plan, Grant said. 
Any local mail from any of the 
17 offices that is designated 
“ City” and forw arded to 
Abilene will be returned to the 
sender, or to the “Dead Letter 
Office,” if no return address is 
on the envelope, he added. 


The Abilene Sectional Center 
Area postmark will read, “U.S. 
Postal Service TX 796,” along 
with the date and AM-PM 
designation. The city postmark 
of Abilene and each individual 
associate office will not be 
changed. All m etered mail will 
bear the postmark of the office 
of origin. 


It was emphasized by Mr. 
Grant that no office will lose its 
local postmark whatsoever.

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(June 18, 1926) 


Just as the Herald was being put on 
the press, (today, Thursday, four 
thirty), one of the worst clouds, mixed 
with dirt and very peculiar that old 
timers had ever seen came up. It 
began to rain and blow. In a short 
while every house in town, almost, 
was leaking like there was no roof. It 
rained a regular water spout. As we 
type this there is more water on 
Central Avenue than we have ever 
seen in the twelve years we have lived 
here. We can’t tell so soon whether 
there has been much damage in other 
parts of the country, but we fear for 
the section to the east and south. The 
cloud came from the southwest and 
appears not to have extended far to 
the west. 
Since last week there has been two 
new and modern service stations 
opened in Hamlin. Up-town we see the 
beautiful corner brick known as the 
Littleton corner but from name of the 
person operating this station it will be 
called the Adkins Service Station. The 
Adkins took charge of the station just 
this week, and from indications this is 
going to be a prominent place for the 
autoist. 
Major B. E. Sparks and his son, 
Leslie, have put South Hamlin on the 
map 
for 
business. 
They 
have 
demonstrated that a filling station 
can prove successful at the end of a 
busy street. But now they are in their 
own house. Last week they opened 
their new two-story building just 
across the street from the Britton 
Gin. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(June 22, 1951) 


A fire Saturday destroyed the local 
Gulf Warehouse and tank truck of 
G.B. Mayfield at 5:00 p.m. Saturday. 
The blaze started from spilled 
gasoline and fumes on the walkway of 
the truck ignited when the pipe was 
dropped and caused sparks with 
falmes enveloping the truck. 
Mayfield, unable to drive the loaded 
truck from the loading dock because 
of the flames; soon saw the fire 
spreading to his warehouse. 
Total loss was unestimated at this 
time and included the loss of the 
truck, and partial destruction of the 
warehouse. All was covered by in­ 
surance, stated Mayfield in a report 
to a Herald reporter. 
Firemen were able to bring the 
blaze under control with sprinkler 
attachments. Clouds of black smoke 
prevented them from quinching the 
blaze sooner and the dangers of the 
gasoline and explosions of several 
tires and other items. 
Mayfield stated that the warehouse 
will be repaired and a new loading 
dock will be built to prevent another 
such accident. 
The fogging machine of the City is 
continuing its fight against flies and 
mosquitoes which have descended 
upon the city during the recent wet 
spell. 


TEN YEARS AGO 
(June 22, 1961)

rains.

Any additional plans will be an­ 
nounced at a later date.

the rule that permits a compromise 
committee to write a bill larger than 
either of the two houses had passed. A 
compromise committee should iron 
out the differences in the bills passed 
by the two houses, not write its own 
bill. 


Adding to the problem is the rule 
that the bill coming out of this com­ 
mittee cannot be amended. 
This 
means that the bill must be either 
accepted as written by the committee 
or rejected. This leaves only the 
Governor with power to make any 
changes and he can only veto an item 
but cannot adjust any of the figures. 
Efforts have been made for a 
number of years now to change the 
power of this committee or at least 
force them to meet out in the open but 
serving on this committee is just too 
much of a political plum for the 
powers that be to turn loose of. 
Anyone serving on this committee 
can place all kinds of pet projects in 
the bill that could never get by the 
legislature any other way. This is why 
the bill coming out of the committee 
was higher than the original bill 
passed by either house. 
This is the reason that people like 
Bill Heatley, House Chairman of 
A ppropriations, alw ays gets re ­ 
elected from his district without any 
trouble. He takes good care of his 
district — at the expense of the rest of 
us.

almost a year ago and isn’t 
working.

A reconsid eratio n is a com­ 
plete review' of his case. If 
your b ro th e r then disagrees 
with

decision, he can request a 
hearing before a hearing 
exam iner 
of

.Secu ritv Administration. 
A fter this, your b ro th er can 
take his case to an Appeals 
Council, and, finally, he can 
seek review’ by a Federal 
court.

Million,” Parker said. 
“ If this new law is uniformly, 
fairly, and firm ly enforced 
throughout Texas, it could bring 
into control our number one 
highway safety menace 
and 
reduce the death toll by as much 
as 50 percent during the next 
two 
y e a r s ,” 
P a rk e r 
c o m ­ 
mented. 
‘‘Such a reduction could 
easily save the citizens of this 
state $340 Million in the same 
period of tim e ,” the TSA 
president stated. 
“ But I must re-emphasize,” 
Parker continued, “that we will 
not see a reduction in this 
abusive drinker-driver death 
toll unless there are strong 
efforts from the local law en­ 
forcem ent level and unless 
there is positive cooperation 
from the courts.” 
Parker said that the new 
drunk-driving law is evidence of 
growing concern by the people 
of Texas with this major high­ 
way safety problem.

The small green 
insect, says Clayton, is found in 
the swirl of the sorghum plant 
and sucks juices from the plant 
to sustain itself.

Heavy ” He reports that several 
research plots on the plains last 
year were sprayed for control of 
this pest and none of them 
showed an economic return. 
The agent reports that when 


the sorghum plant exerts it’s 
head the aphids will begin to 
disappear. Beneficial 
insects 


will eventually be able to 
control most infestations.

Congressman Omar Burleson 
today 
announced 
that 
the 
Department of Transportation 
has indicated its intention to 
revise its commercial vehicle 
driver qualification regulations 
insofar as they apply to drivers 
of certain vehicles controlled 
and operated by farmers. This 
action 
followed consultations 
and study within the Depart­ 
ment, with the Department of 
Agriculture, with farm group 
representratives and other 
interested parties. 
Congressman Burleson stated 
that the Department’s Federal 
Highway Administration found 
that 
the seasonal 
and 
in­ 
termittent nature of interstate 
farm operations; the general 
short range of the majority of 
farm trips; and the lower in­ 
cidence of exposure of farm 
vehicles to highway collision 
risks support revision of the 
regulations. 


"As one who has protested 
vehemently the restrictions on 
farm vehicles, and who has 
introduced legislation to correct 
this inequity,’’ Burleson said, 
"this action is a step in the right 
direction.’’ 
He stated that the Depart­ 
ment’s revision will cover a 
proposed exemption from the 
new driver qualification rules 
for all drivers of farm vehicles 
under 
10,000 
pounds gross 
vehicle weight, a lowering of the 
minimum age to 18 for drivers 
of 
farmer-controlled 
and 
operated vehicles, and selected 
exemptions from some other 
requirements. The agency also 
will consider a 150 mile radius 
exemption for single vehicles 
i nonarticulated) 
and 
limited 
exemptions for the larger and 
heavier 
multiple-unit

420-million bushels is the estimated harvest now getting 
under way in the southwest and midwest wheat belt. This 
harvest has to be moved from growing areas to elevators 
and mills, also to ports for export. 
Here's how Santa Fe has been getting ready for this 
big job. 
At the start of the year we ordered 800 giant 100-ton 
covered hopper cars which are ideal for moving wheat, 
potash and bulk commodities as they can be loaded in 
twelve minutes and unloaded in about three minutes. During 
April we added 500 more to increase the order to 1300 
cars, so we could have almost 10,000 giant hoppers ready 
by harvest. We also use box cars and other types of 
equipment to keep the wheat rolling. 
And there are other ways we are ready for this big job. 
Last year we expanded and automated our Argentine Yard 
at Kansas City, which is a busy wheat terminal. Our data 
center at Topeka is prepared to keep constant check on cars 
to gain the best possible utilization of equipment. Diesel 
units have been added to our locomotive fleet and older 
units updated to move the wheat trains. 
Now the harvest is starting and Santa Fe people, with 
their experience and dedication, are ready to handle this 
big transportation job. All together we are making our 
strongest effort to move this year’s wheat harvest while at 
the same time keeping all other freight moving across 
our railway.
